EXPERIMENTAL FARM NOTES 


To the average individual vegeta- 
‘ion is something that grows native 
in the soil, weeds, trees or grass. To 
the farmer weeds are his biggest con- 
‘ern, to the forester, trees, and to the 
rancher grass, Vegetation is best 
defined as, “the sum total of plants 
covering an area.” In the short grass 
prairie this. can be interpreted as 
grass, spear grass, blue grama grass, 
forbs or pasture weeds and shrulm 
Trees may-be found in some favored 
localities, ‘ \ 

Vegetation arises from the coming 
together of individual plants and their 
interaction upon each other. These 
interactions are brought about by 
plants modifying their habitat or 
place -in which they live, In differ. 
ent ways they make it a fit or an un- 
fit place for various other kinds of 
plants to grow. 

The origin of vegetation may best 
be observed in an abandoned or fallow 
field, Wien all former vegetation has 
been destroyed the area is usually pop 
ulated very sparsely with annual 
weeds. The second year the vegeta- 
tion has increased greatly. Besides 
annual weeds ther are some bien- 
nials and even some perennials, These 
plants increase by both seed and 
vegetative propagation. Soon the 
area is almost completely covered 
with plants. In the struggle for light, 
water and nutrients, the annuals 
which must start over eact, year dis- 
appear because of this handicap, 
While the perennials which constant- 
ly hold the ground increase, Finally 
(length of time required depending 
on conditions) a climax stand of vee 
getation is reached, In the short 
gras prairie this means the vegetation 
is dominated by spear grass and blue 
gtama grass,

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Alkali Patches 
And How To 
Treat Them 


One of the most insidious problems 
with.which a large number of the 
farmers of southwestern Manitoba 
contend is the increasing severity 
of alkali patches in cultivated fields. 

Experiments at the Experimental 
Farms indicate that both chemical 
fertilizers and barnyard manure give 
relatively higher response on these 
slightly saline patches than they do 
on the more fertile portions of the 
field. While these treatments are 
beneficial, they do not constitute a 
cure and it is probable that many 
of these areas will become worse in 
the future, 

The fundamental cause of the ac- 
cumulation of these alkali salts at 
the surface of the soil, is the evapo- 
ration of salt-laden waters, The salts 
are dissolved in the water as it passes 
through the soil and are re-deposited 
at the surface when the moisture 
evaporates. 

The use of forage crops in rota- 
tions with cereal crops can do much 
to reduce the hazard of salinity bé- 
cause forage crops assure that all 
water entering the soil is used. A 
two- or three-year rotation of fallow 
end cereal grains does not alwajs 
assure ‘this during moist years. 

Forage mixtures help to prevent 
run-off and the occurrence of local 
ponding which is the source of these 
salt-laden waters, Increasing the or- 
ganic matter content of the soil by 
the use of forage mixtures also in- 
creases the water-holding capacity of 
the soil and thus tends to prevent the 
movement of excess salt-laden water 
through the soil.

DRUMHELLER, Alta. -- Farmers 
and ranchers in the Beynon and 
Drumheller districts have been warn- 
ed that a skunk and porcupine—un- 
Jess they have since died of rabies 
inflicted by a fox—are still loose in 
the area-and a menace to livestock 
and other domestic animals. 

The fox was beaten to death with 
an iron bar by Joe Shaft on his farm 
three miles north of Beynon after 
the animal attacked a large dog. The 
dog’ apparently escaped rabies infec- 
tion; —. 

Confirmation that the fox 
rabid was received here. 

District agriculturist S. Pettem 
said he has warned farmers and 
ranchers to be on the alert for other 
rabies-infected animals in the area. 
He said indications are that the fox 
had fought a skunk and porcupine 
before being killed.

BY ARTIFICIAL RESPIRATION 
BACK PRESSURE-ARM LIFT METHOD 


| BACH year many people are the victims of asphyxia. A few are 

saved because of the prompt action of some bystander. 
Asphyxia need not always be fatal and in an effort to save lives 
the Canadian Red Cross Society, First Aid-Swimming and Water 


Safety Service, has supplied the 
to the newly adopted method of 


If breathing stops because of elec- 
trocution, drowning, sedative poison- 
ing, gas poisoning, suffocation, or 
poliomyelitis, start artificial respira- 
tion immediately. Don’t delay—sec- 
onds count. As soon as possible, send 
someone for a physician. Have other 
helpers wrap victim in blankets, ap- 
ply artificial warmth, remove wet 
clothing and act as relief operators. 

The standard technique for the 
Back Pressure-Arm Lift method is as 
follows: 


Position of the Subject: 


Place the subject in the face-down 
prone position. Bend his elbows and 
place the hands one upon the other, 
Turn his face to one side, placing 
the cheek upon his hands. 


Position of the Operator: 


Kneel on either the right or left 
knee at the head of the subject, fac- 
ing him, Place the knee at the side 
of the subject’s head, close to the 


forearm, Place the opposite foot 
near the elbow. If it is more com- 
fortable, kneel on both Knees, one 


on either side of the subject’s head. 
Place your hands upon the flat of 
the subject’s back in such a way that 
the heels lie just beldw a line run- 
ning between the armpits. With the 
tips of the thumbs just touching, 
spread the fingers downward and 
outward, 


following information-in regard 
artificial respiration. . 


Compression Phase—2 seconds: 


Rock forward until the arms are 
approximately vertical and allow the 
weight of the upper part of your 
body to exert slow, steady, even 
pressure downward upon the hands. 
This forces air out of the lungs. 
Your elbows should be kept straight 
and the pressure exerted almost di- 
rectly downward on the back, Forty 
pounds pressure is more than ade- 
quate for a normal adult and this 
should be scaled downward for small 
people and children. 


Expansion Phase—3 seconds; 


Release the pressure, avoiding a 
final thrust, and commence to rock 
slowly backward. Grasp the sub- 
ject’s arms just above his elbows, 
and draw his arms upwayd and to- 
ward you. Apply just enough lift 
to feel resistance and tension at the 
subject’s shoulders. Do not bend your 
elbows, and as. you rock backward 
the subject’s arms will be drawn to- 
ward you. Then lower the arms. to 
the ground,- This completes the full 
cycle, The arm lift expands the 
chest by pulling on the chest mus- 
cles, arching the back, and relieving 
the weight on the chest, To maintain 
a steady, even rhythn’ the operator 
should apply pressure for 2 seconds 
then lift the arms for 2 seconds. 
Correct timing can be secured as fol- 
lows ... . Apply pressure through 
counts One Thousand and One One 
Thousand and Two—then start lifting 


victim's arms on One Thousand and 
Three (and through count) One 
Thousand and Four, on count One 
Thousand and Five lower yictim's 
arms and place hands on his back 
ready for another pressure. The cycle 
should be repeated 12 times per min- 
ute at a steady uniform rate. The 
compression and expansion phases 
should occupy about equal time, the 
changing periods being of minimum 
duration, 

Additional related directions, 

It is all-important that artificial 
respiration, when needed, be started 
quickly. There should be a slight in- 
clination of the body, if possible, in 
such way that fluid drains better 
from the respiratory passage. The 
head of the subject should be extend- 
ed, not flexed forward, and the chin 
should not sag lest obstruction of 
the respiratory passages occur, A 
check should be made to ascertain 
that the tongue or foreign objects 
are not obstructing the passages. 
These aspects can be cared for when 
placing the subject into position or 
shortly thereafter, between cycles. A 
smooth rhythm in performing artifi- 
cial respiration is desirable, but split- 
second timing is not essential. Shock 
should receive adequate attention, 
and the subject should remain re- 
cumbent after resuscitation until 
seen by a physician or until recovery 
seems assured. 

There have been some remarkable 
recoveries achieved but all ¢00 fre- 
quently artificial respiration is dis- 
continued after only a short period 
of application. To guide those who 
may be called upon to apply this 
first aid measure, three rules should 
be remembered. Continue with arti- 
ficial respiration until the victim 
breathes of his own accord, or until 
a physician declares life extinct, or 
(if no physician is available) until 
rigor mortis sets in’ (The stiffening 
of the body, first noticed in the joints 
of the arms and legs.) 

Those individuals who have been 
taught the Schafer method should 
have little difficulty in learning the 
Back Pressure-Arm Lift method. The 
Schafer Method is still satisfactory 
and is more adaptable under certain 
circumstances, Further information

Increasing Need 
For Safe Farm 
Practices Urged 


REGINA—The increasing need 
for safe farm practices is empha- 
sized by figures on 1952 farm 
deaths reported by the Division 
of Health Education, Saskatche- 
wan Department of Public 
Health. 

According to a survey of accidental 
deaths in Saskatchewan conducted by 
the Research and Statistics Division, 
104 farm residents died in mishaps 
occurring in farm homes, farm yards 
and in the fields last year, This rep- 
resents an increase of 30 farm deaths 
compared with the previous year, 

The survey, carried out in connec- 
tion with the provincial department’s 
Home and Farm Safety Program, re- 
vealed that 49 per cent. of all ‘acci- 
dental deaths in the province in 1952 
occurred in Saskatchewan homes, 
both urban and rural, and on Sask- 
atchewan farms, 

As in 1951, tractor accidents con- 
tinued to head the list with a total 
of 30 farm persons killed. Of these 
13 deaths occurred in tractor upsets 
and five persons were run over. The 
eats fatal tractor accidents in- 
volved persons thrown off and pin- 
ned under tractors, gasoline ,explo- 
sions and mishaps with power take- 
offs. v9 

Fires in farm homes,~out-buildings, 
and in fields, ranked second in causes 
of accidental death among farm resi- 
dents. Last year there were 20 
deaths in farm fires of a total of 26 
fire deaths for the province as a 
whole. In 1951 the farm fire toll was 
23 of a total of 34 Saskatchewan fire 
fatalities, 

Harvest accidents involving com- 
bines, swathers. and threshing ma- 
chines were third cause of farm 
deaths Jast year with accidents in 
farm homes next in rank, The lat- 
|ter included fatalities occurring in 
falls, children scalded and drownings. 

In spite of the increasing mechan; 
ization of Saskatchewan farms, acci- 
dents with horses accounted for 
eight farm deaths last year. Grain 
augers, balers and tillers were re- 
sponsible for seven deaths, 

Other farm fatalities included ac- 
cidents with fire@rms, drownings in 
wells, creeks and dugouts, motor ve- 
hicle accidents in the yard and fields, 
electrocutions, sunstroke, smothering 
in wheat and a fall from a windmill.
